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Sunday, Hovcater 21i, 1?63, atout 9:30 AK, Capt. Frltt directed Vaie. J. B. 
Loavelle, X. C. Cravos and rsysolT to go to tho fifth floor Jail and trine I«a 
Harvey OsKald to his office. Ke trought Oswald to Captain Frita's office, 
where ha was intarrogatod ty Capt- Fritz, I!r. Kolly of the Secret Sorvlee, 
Kr, Sorrels of the Secret Service, and Mr. Holras of the Postal Eepartment. 
They talked to Oswald mUl about 11x10 AM. Chi<}f Curry came into Capt. 
Fritz's office vihen tho intorrorati on was gotnp on. At the end of the in- 
.terropation. Cant. Fritz (?avo no t>o koys to his car, and told ne to park 
it almp the door fror. the Jail office in the haoospnt. I wont to the taoe- 
jnent and unlocked Capt. Fritz's car and rroeaadad to drive the car into tl-o 
driveway. There was a plain tlaek police car in flront of no, and the officers 
who T could not reoorrnizo, drove this ear up the raisp to Kain Street exit. I 
was baoklnp, Capt. Fritz's oar in front of the jail office, and was having 
trouble (lottin)! through tho news reporters that had Janred the ranp driveway, 
V^ile I was backing up, I was turned around in the seat looking back to keep 
froB running over the reporters. Capt. Fritz cane out of the jail doer, 
followed by Pet, J. H. Leavolle handcuffed to Oswald, Est. L. C. Craves 
was to Oswald's loft. They were walking to tho car while I was still moving 
the car book. Capt, Fritz opened tho ripht roar door of the car I was driving, 
and I noticed a man novo quickly across the right rear of the car. This inan 
moved to Oswald and shot, I recognized this man as Jack Ruby, a nan I had 
soen a few tines before In proviona years. WJien T-nhy shot, Eet. Craves grabbed 
the pistol Kuhy had in his hand. The crowd of reporters closed in with the 
police officers, "and I jumped out of the car, and went into the Jail office. 
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The officers had Huby, and Bet. l^avella vas telng tmhandcuf fed from Oswald. 
Cnpt. Frit* directed we to return to t>-e tasament and have the Supervisor 
Officer to obtain the nsnes of evotTone in the taseiriEnt. I went to Capt. C. E. 
Taltert and Rave hiro Capt. Fritz's nessape. I then moved Cspt. Ttita's car 
out of the driveway where the anbulance coold get to the jail office. When 
the anhiaanco came, I rode in the aahiaanoe with Oswald to Parkland Hospital. 
I stayed at ParVland Hospital until Oswald was pronounced dead. Det. C. W. • 
Erown and I went with Oswald's hod y to the marsue where wo waited until Dr. 
T,arl Pose made his preUainary pictures of t:-« hody prior to the autopsy. 
I turned over Oswald's clothinp to Dr. Earl T^o«9, and returned to the Hondcide 
Office in the City Fall appToxlinately 5«30 m. I stayed in the Homicide 
Office with Mr. Stewart and went throuch the prorertv of Oswald. I made 
copies of letters and identification fror. Oswald's property for «r. Stewart. 
I also made copies of all the affidavits that had heen taVen ty the Homicide 
Office arxJ Sheriff's Office for Kr. Sorrells of the Secret Service.
